T h is is an alpine area; th e rim o f the 
am p h ith eatre is 10,400 feet in eleva' 
tion. 
From th e rim one looks dow n 
and dow n from one colored form a­ 
tio n to a n o th er: the place is huge, 
com m anding respect, h u t not the 
frien d ly feeling th a t it is possible to 
experience w hile peering d o w n upon 
th e pinnacles of Bryce C anyon. 
It 
is w o rth seeing but th ere is no te n d ­ 
ency to linger. 


C ed ar Breaks cam e 
by its 
nam e in a rath er round-about 
w ay. 
T h e am p h ith eatre is cut 
in to a great cliff and in the past 
was referred to as “T h e B reaks," 
w hich is th e usual m an n er of 
referrin g to extensive recesses 
cu t 
in to 
cliffs. 
W h e n 
“T he 
B reaks" becam e n a t i o n a l l y 
k n o w n it becam e obvious that 
a nam e such as “T h e Breaks" 
w ould n ev er do; som ew hat the 
sam e as th e idea back o f giving 
an acto r a stage nam e if his 
real nam e does not happen to 
have public appeal. 
N earb y is 
the com m unity of C ed ar City, 
an attractiv e place. 
C ivic pride 
asserted itself, so 
th e 
natural 
step was to nam e “ T h e Breaks * 
a fte r th e tow n so th ey took the 
nam e “ C ed ar" and prefixed it to 
“ B reaks" 
th u s 
killing 
several 
birds w ith one stone an d com ing 
o u t in p re tty fair shape fo r it is 
a “catch y ” nam e to th ru st upon 
th e to u rist. 
If one cares to be­ 
com e technical he can p o in t out 
th a t th e re are no cedar trees at 
C ed ar Breaks, they hap p en to 
be d w a rf junipers, b u t th e trav ­ 
eling public is no t v ery critical 
a n d does no t really care so long 
as th e nam e sounds well. 


T h e re are m any, m any places to 
see in th is section and it is necessary 
som etim es to le^ve the pavem ent for 
th is is a big co u n try w h ere some ot 
th e secondary roads a rc n o t surfaced. 
It is a m ystery w hy som e persons 
are traveling as all th ey seem to be 
able to discuss is th e condition of 
th e roads. 
In tim e it becom es de­ 
cidedly boring. 
If th ey do not w ant 
th e ir c ar to becom e dusty o r m uddy, 
o r th e tires are old and can n o t com ­ 
p ete w ith gravel, o r th e ir car burns 
to o m uch gas, they should stay hom e 
o r a t least confine th eir efforts to the 
m ain paved highw ays.

Soviet Plane 
Still Attracts 
Large Crowd 


Workers yesterday began disassem ­ 
bling the monster plane which brought 
the three popular Russian air heroes 
to this country on the longest non-stop 
iir flight in the history of aviation. 


March Field Is furnishing a constant 
guard about the plane which has been 
standing in the San Jacinto pasture 
where it came to earth nearly a week 


ago. 


Thousands of persons residing in 
all parts of the Southland have visited 
the Earl Smith ranch since the plane 
so unexpectedly swept down upon it 
from the. skies. 
The ranch lessee is 
report«1 to have reaped a thousand 
dollars a day in 25c tolls charged for 
entrance to the field. 


Life was just one descending air- 
plune after another at the Earl Smith 
ranch. 
But all of the pilots were not 
so lucky as the Russian trio who on 
Wednesday 
of 
last 
week 
brought 
down in a cow pasture there the huge 
monoplane which had made the long­ 
est non-stop flight in the history of 
aviation. 


A V. S. Navy craft landed In the 
pasture, but the 
occupant 
of this 
raft was unhurt when one of the 
wheels smashed off in landing. 
About two hours later another navy 
plane from the San Diego base glinted 
out of the blue sky and landed, carry­ 
ing spare parts to repair the fir st. 
plane.

Neither man in the plane w as injured.

Idiot whose name was not ascertained, 
made a good landing, but the rough 
going tore the tail from the perky 
ship and left it lowly in the alkaline 
dust. 
Someone suggested that flying to 
the ranch might he a rather expensive 
way to avoid the payment of the 
two-bits apiece which the ranch ov/n- 
er is assessing those who visit th^ 
Soviet's temporary quarters.

Cap­ 
tain George Donner and his wile, Tamsen, and their children. Although 
several oi their children survived, George and Tamsen Donner perished 
during the terrible winter ol 1846-47 in the High Sierras while making 
the long trek from Illinois to California VI. covered wagon. Ot a group 
of 90 accompanying the Donner., only 42 ever reached California . fertile 
valleys. 
Near the site ot this monument is Donner Lake, small but 
probably on . ol the most picturesooc lake, in the state. During the winter

Tom Riley, 
Local Boy, 
Killed in Wreck 


Thomas Riley. Jr., 16-year-old resi­ 
dent of Palm Springs, died at the Ban 
ning Hospital at 2:15 o’clock W ednes­ 
day afternoon from injuries received 
in an automobile accident which oc­ 
curred at 4:.30 A. M. Wednesday morn­ 
ing. near the western city lim its of 
Banning.

He was least in­

Paul Riley, 16, uncle of the boy who 
was killed, is in the hospital in Ban­ 
ning. 
His condition is not reported 
as critical. 
The three boys had driven to Ia>s 
Ausoles Tuesday night and were re­ 
turning tlMS sam e night when tlie acci­ 
dent occurred at 4:30 a. in. 
Traffic 
officers believe the driver may have, 
fallen asleep, for the car, which was 
beaded toward Banning, ran off the 
left side of the road and turned over 
In the ravine on the north side of the 
highway, it

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WAR IN T H E WORLD 
One war flaring today is likely to 
last a long, long time— perhaps 
so 
long *thát * none here today will see 
the en(J of it. 
Japan m oves to “preserve the em ­ 
pire/' and sends her troops, thousands 
strong, into the Peiping area of China 
to do so. China surprises the world 
by electiug to act as a united people, 
and announces she will “no longer 
stand idly by w hile another slice of 
C hinese territory falls into alien 
hands.” 
M eanwhile. France, Great 
Britain 
and the United States urge "modera 
tion and conciliation”—which course, 
from all humane standpoints, would 
seem better. But apparently, the time 
for It is past. Any "conciliation" prob­ 
ably will lie accomplished with guns 
and bombing planes and 
whatever 
weapons are preferred by the warlike 
hordes now gathering on the bleak 
plains near Peiping, to avenge Japan­ 
ese usurpation of northeast China. 


Russian Airmen Land Near Post 
Established by Countryman in ’72 


Landing of the Russian transpolar 
fliers in a pasture near San Jacinto, 
to term inate a record-breaking 7000- 
m ile flight from Moscow, has recalled 
the name of another Russian, Procco 
Akimo, who reached the San Jacinto 
valley in the early '70s by quite a 
different 
means of transportation 
flom his native land. 
Old-timers in San Jacinto were ex­ 
changing rem iniscences concerning 
the early history of the valley town, 
visited only a few years later by 
Helen Hunt Jackson in her quest of 
m aterial for her novel "Ramona." 
Procco Akimo is a name familiar to 
all residents who lived in the valley 
as early as the ’80s. 
The name of Procco Akimo was re­ 
vived with the receipt of a dispatch 
from Oakland concerning records un­ 
covered there. 
Akimo, banished to 
Siberia for som e political act against 


T¿e story Is a rare addition^o the 
colorful history of the cattle ranching 
country of which L os Angeles was 
the center in the 1870s. 
A man of business. Akimo became 
head of a trading post on what was 
the old San Jacinto ranch in River­ 
side county, thus becom ing one of 
the early Southern California mer­ 
chants. 
W hat 
becam e of 
Procco 
Akimo no one known. 
The trading post of the Russian, 
"El Ruso." as the Spanish-Californians 
called him, w as at what is now the 
town of San Jacinto. 
Then it was 
the center of the vast San Jacinto 
ranch. 
The records found in Oakland state 
that Akimo reached San Jacinto in 
1S72. 
The ranch was acquired in 
tile late ’70s by Francisco Estudillo— 
an uncle of former State Senator 
Miguel Estudillo of Riverside—who 
the governm ent of the Czar, escaped in the Cleveland administration in the 
and made his way into Alaska. W ith 
much hardship he worked down the 
Canadian coast into California, and 
ended his trip in 1S72 in the district 
south of Los Angeles. 
The discovery of this curious bit of 
history com es at the sam e tim e that 
the three young Russians, with all the 
daring of their rugged ancestors, 
landed near San Jacinto in an air­ 
plane that would have astonished 
Japan is pledged to open new terri- Procco Akimo. who cam e from Rus- 
boats, muleback, oxcart 
lories and new* resources to her crowd 
ed. m illing people. And she is deter­ 
mined to fulfill that pledge. China is 
weary of Japanese aggression, and re­ 
minds us she has hundreds of millions 
of lives to give to the struggle.

Traffic Over New 
Parker Bridge 
The new $139.000 Colorado river 
bridge between Earp in San Bernar­ 
dino county and Parker. Arizona, was 
thrown open to traffic Tuesday. 
Dedication of the bridge will he de­ 
ferred to Sept. 25 and 26. with the 
governors of both California and Ari­ 
zona scheduled to take part in the 
cerem onies. 
Built by the United States depart­ 
ment of public roads, the span is 640 
feet long and parallels the Santa Fe 
railroad trestle. 
The bridge will be of great impor­ 
tance to San Bernardino county. 
C. E. Grier, chairman of the San 
Bernardino county board of supervis­ 
ors, said tlie highway served by the 
new bridge will serve as a new route 
from Phoenix to San Bernardino coun-1 
ty. diverting at least part of the travel 
which now passes through Blythe, and 
will shorten m aterially the distance 
between Phoenix and the San Joaquin 
valley, the Bay district and Northern 
California. 
To aid in securing Federal funds for 
the work. San Bernardino county allo­ 
cated $1,600 to construct a connecting 
highway over property form erly owned 
by the M etropolitan W ater district but 
which was deeded to the county. 


Call for Bids, 18 
Miles Aqueduct 
Distribting Lines 
F. E. W eymouth, general manager 
of the Metropolitan W ater District, 
called for bids today on the construc­ 
tion of 18 additional m iles in the 
Metropolitan 
Aqueduct distributing 
system. 
Connecting to the distribution "Up­ 
per feeder", now’ under construction 
from the C’ajalco reservoir to Glen­ 
dale. at a point in Eagle Rock Cany­ 
on. the new work will constitute the 
western “crossfeeder” of the system. 
Bids will be opened on September 1. 
1937, on the first 18 m iles of this 
lateral which will serve the cities of 
Los Angeles. Torrance. Compton, and 
Long Beach, part of the thirteen cities 
that comprise the Metropolitan Water 
District. 
From the connection in Eagle Rock 
Canyon, which is between the aque­ 
duct’s San Rafael tunnels Nos. 1 and 
2. the new cross-feeder will extend in 
a general southwesterly direction to 
the intersection of 98th Street and 
W adsworth avenue, which is three 
blocks east of Avalon boulevard. The 
Water district will call for bids on 
alternative types of pipe lines rang­ 
ing in size from 57 to 50 inches in 
diameter. 
Included also will be the 
construction of three tunnels, known 
as the Rockdale. Oakhill and Ascot 
tunnels, and having a total length of 
2.481 feet. 
Engineering designs and studies 
are now’ in progress on the remaining 
part of the feeder from 98th street 
south to serve the water district cities 
south of Ix>8 Angeles. Present plans 
call for all construction on the Metro­ 
politan Aqueduct to he completed in 
1939. 
The work being advertised today 
w ill bring a total of 322 m iles of the 
392-mile Metropolitan Aqueduct sys­ 
tem under construction. Since con­ 
struction work was started in Decem­ 
ber, 1932, more than 32,000 men have 
been employed on the project, and 
63 per cent of the work has been 
completed.

Prosperity Again 
Beckons in Blythe; 
Building Activity 


Blythe Is one of the m ost rapidly 
growing sm all com m unities in R iver­ 
side county, and this grow th is 
re­ 
flected in Grady S etzler’s Palo Verde 
Times. 
This new spaper reports th at build­ 
ing perm its in Blythe so far this year 
total $77,300, which is 
only 
$5.000 
short of all perm its Issued in th at city 
during 1936. Fine new residences and 
bungalow courts are included am ong 
th e building projects. 
Mr. S etzler also reports that potsal 
receipts for the Blythe office for the 
first six m onths of 1937 increased more 
than $100 a m onth over the sam e 
period for 1936. 
Only a few years ago, postal re­ 
ceipts for the entire year fell below 
$8,000 forcing the Blythe office to re­ 
turn to a third class rating tem porar­ 
ily. 
At th e present ra te of receipts, 
th e 1937 total should exceed $13,000. 
The principal reasons for B lythe's 
growth a re the increased traffic over 
U S. H ighw ay 60 and th e fact th at 
excess taxes of th e irrigation d istrict 
have been liquidated, thus giving the 
farm ers an opportunity to m ark et their 
products a t a profit. H igher prices of 
farm crops this year are adding m a­ 
terially to B lythe's prosperity.

Eventually it is planned to have a 
plunge and a golf course. 
Instead of 
filtering w ater for the plunge from a 
nearby irrigation ditch, as was form er­ 
ly thought advisable, the w ater would 
probably be pumped into the plunge 
and drained through the drain ditch 
which is already there. 
There will be a caretak er’s house 
and 
bath house erected 
later. 
No 
money will be involved in the transac­ 
tion of the land to the county. 
This land is situated 
about 
two 
miles west of Blythe, south of U. S. 
60, bounded on the east by the drain 
ditch. 
The park would be the fourth of a 
chain of Riverside county parks laid 
out by th e planning commission.

T o reach Cedar Breaks it is 
necessary to tackle a stretch of 
unpaved road; from the east 
side it is twenty-seven 
miles; 
from the west side it is twenty- 
five miles. 
The grades on the 
west road are steep in places but 
from the east there are no 
\ 
grades to bother. T his is thun­ 
der storm time of the year and 
we ran right into the middle of 
several hard showers. 
Part of 
the soil along the road is red 
and it is not long until a car be­ 
gins to take on the appearance 
of a fire chief’s car. 
All that is 
needed is a siren. But it all adds 
up fairly well in the long run 
for soon there is a stretch 
of 
gravel road and another shower 
removes most of the mud. 
So 
if you happen 
to 
guess 
just 
right as to the last stretch 
of 
gravel before reaching pavem ent 
and time things so as to arrive 
there during a shower your car 
will come out with a free wash 
that may be passable under the 
circumstances but is not exactly 
first class. 
However, 
it 
is a 
splendid opportunity to com­ 
plain about rhe roads and miss 
the objective of the trip. 


M ost noticeable in the flora of 
C edar Breaks is the forest, for here 
we find the alpine fir w ith its formal 
grouping; the white fir, Englemann 
spruce, foxtail pine and the dw arf 
juniper. 
T here 
arc 
high 
altitude 
trees, giving the forest a distinctive 
appearance from that of lower alti­ 
tudes. 
T he fir and spruce may be 
confused, but there is a simple rule 
for identifying them ; the “F” rule 
for fir and the “S” rule for spruce. 
Examine the needles; if they arc flat 
and flexible ,the tree is a fir; if the 
needles are square and sharp, 
the 
tree is a spruce. 


A t Cedar Breaks the lovely 
white columbine blossoms along 
the roadside. 
Even the harden­ 
ed speed dem on stops to view 
it. 
O n the edge of the cliffs 
are m any of the dw arf alpine 
species such as lupine, sulphur 
flower and gilia. 
It is in the 
higher altitudes that the alpine 
plants struggle to perpetuate 
their species much as the des­ 
ert plants do, but with this dif­ 
ference in conditions; the grow ­ 
ing season at high altitudes 
is 
short because of the on-coming 
cold weather; on the desert the 
growing season is short because 
of the on-coming hot weather. 
Hence, it is necessary in both 
cases that the plants put forth a 
flower as soon as possible and 
be able to bring the seed to ma­ 
turity in a comparatively short 
grow ing season.
